HE growth of Italy from a mere congeries of warring States 
to the united kingdom which is now one of the great powers 
of Europe has been accomplished in little more than a cen- 

tury, and is full of interest and romance. After the downfall of 
the régime of the first Napoleon there were seven principal States 
in Italy, nominally independent and two regions under foreign 
rule. They were (1) the Kingdom of Sardinia, to which the House 
of Savoy returned; (2) the Duchy of Parma and of Piacenza; 
(3) the Duchy of Modena; (4) the Grand Duchy of Tuscany; 
(5) the Duchy of Lucca; (6) the Pontifical State; (7) the King- 
dom:-of the Two Sicilies; (8) Corsica, which remained French, 
and (9) the Kingdom of Lombardy-Venetia, which passed to the 
House of Austria. The whole peninsula was dominated by the 
baleful power of Austria. The oppression of the latter caused 
numerous conspiracies and insurrections that were bloodily 
repressed. But the spirit of liberty persisted. Mazzini aroused 
all Italy with his burning eloquence, Cavour’s statesmanship 
brought a certain unity of action, the military qualities of Gari- 
baldi and Victor Emmanuel II. prevailed over the Austrians, and 
Italian unity—still lacking Venice and Rome—became a fact in 
1861.
